McCoy's Explanation 


When McCoy was arrested several 


hours later after terrorizing .patrons 
of two fashionable shops and Shoot- 
ing and slightly wounding two per- 
sons he was silen.t-Jlor_a—time but 
finally 
talTfeT" freely. 
Mrs. Mors 


killed herself, he said; the shock 
and grief "put out his lights" and 
filled him with an insane rage 
to 


kill her husband "who drove her to 
it," to kill all those who stood in 
his way and finally to kill himself. 


But fate failed from him and his 


plan to kill himself was lost in the 
swirl of events; 
- - 


"I was going to kill myself," he 


said, explaining the note found in 
the apartment, "but—I forgot." 


Police believe portions of McCoy's 


story but declare that his suicide 
version has already 
received 
its 


knockout blow from the "Kid's" own 
sister, Mrs. Jennie Thomas, who1 said 
"McCoy came to her 
home 
soor 


after the shooting of Mrs. Mors and 
burst out with: 


"I just had to kill that woman." 


Sought Reconciliation 


Late last night detectives callcc 


jat the Thomas home but after con- 
ferring with the woman's attorney, 
they agreed not to question her fur- 
ther on the understanding that she 
would tell the complete story ol 
McCoy's visit and confession to Dis 
trict Attorney Keys today. 


McCoy admitted that he had call 


ed on his sister soon 
after Mrs, 


Mors' death but "couldn't remember 
, what I told her or how long I stay- 


ed." 


Be clung to his suicide version 


of the shooting, telling detectives 
that Mrs. Mors was driven to des- 
pair by her trouble with her former 
husband, that she suddenly 
cried 


out that she "couldn't stand it uny 
longer" and attempted to stab her 
self to death with a butcher 
knife. 


When this failed, he said, she took 
a pistol from the dresser drawer and 
fired a bullet through her head be- 
fore he could stop her. 


Police declare, however, that what 


Mrs. Mors reallv planned was a re- 
conciliation 
with her former hus- 


band a'ld that McCoy's jealous rage 
over this pending reconciliation led 
him to kill her and then go out and 
kill more.

IN WHEAT SAID 
TO BEOTRE 


Seedling or Root Diseases 


Particularly Severe on the 


Durum Wheat Crop 


WHAT 
EXPERT 
SAYS 


Fargo, N. P.. Aug. 14.— Wheat roo 


diseases have heen very severe thi 
year, according to H. L. Bollcy o 
the North Dakota Agricultural col 
lege, who hii.s issued the following 
statement: 
v 


"During the last days of July an< 


the first few days of August, whea 
rust has developed quite rapidly, 
•>< 


that in very late fields there wil 
probably be considerable shriveling 
by rust. Farmers must understam 
that not all the shriveling that oc 
curs in this coining crop may be at 
tributed to rust. 


"The seedling or root diseases have 


this yeaUjbccn very severe, especial 
ly in many durum varieties. 
From 


the samples which have been sent in 
to my office from various parts "1 
the state it is apparent that the root 
nnd seed diseases known as 
scab 


which is caused by a fungus belong- 
ing to the snmp order as that which 
causes flax wilt, has again brought 
about a very considerable amount ol 
damage in some fields. 


"Plants die early as if destroyed 


at the root when afflicted with this 
disease. When they arc pulled up b> 
the root it will he found 
that 
the 


roots arc dead just as in the case »f 
flax when it wills. Some fields of 
durum show a rather high percentage 
of these dead or partially dearl stools 
and from these tb.crc will 
rome a 


very considerable amount of light- 
wcjjrht shriveled 
grain. 
In 
some 


part* of the state a 
similar 
root 


blighting disease known as Hclmin 
thosponum has also 
e.iused 
sonic 


rotting or dying of the plants. 


"These root und seed diseases form 


one of the chief reasons why farmer* 
should conduct a carefully planned 
crop rotation so that wheat will n"' 
follow wheat on the same lands for 
M number of years. 
All seed which 


is used should be graded to the most 
plump, hard, bright colored stuff, ami 
before it is sowed on the clean land 
it should be treated thoroughly »ith 
the formaldehyde treatment just us 
one tre»t« for smut. 


"Great care should be 
exercised 


this harvest to select seed from fields 
not h.idly affected by scab. 
If «orm' 


scab is present care should be taken 
to have the seed which i« to he «av. 
«-d for sowing purposes 
harvested 


dry. threshed and stored dry. «o th.it 
the scab fungus mny not penetrate 
the bran lnyer« of the seed, which 
makes treatment ineffective."

Mr. Gage Came to Bismarck 


in 1883, and Mrs. Taylor 


Was Here in 1875 


James R. Gage, aged 84, a pioneer 


Bismarck resident, died in San Diego, 
California, yesterday at the "age ol 
84 sears, according to a telegram re 
ecived todny by The Tribune from 
Harriott M. Gage, his widow. 


Mr. Gage, who had made his home 


in San Diego for some years, was 
one of the early settlers nnd pioneer 
business men of Bismarck. Born nnr 
roared in Pennsylvania, he came to 
Stecle, Kidder county, in 1882 and 
they came on to Bismarck in 1883 
during the boom here. 
He engager 


in the real estate business most ol 
his business career and was nlso a 
lawier, but did not practice. He «\J 


bo was interested in bunking, 


Mr. Gage acquired extensive inter 


e«ts in Burlcigh county, nnd four or 
five sections of land are still in his 
name. 
Much of his Bismarck pro- 


perty he disposed of. 


Mr. Gage left Bismarck about 1905 


(>ut had returned several times on 
visits. He was a veteran of the Civi 
War, having served with a Pennsyl- 
vania unit in the Signal Corps of the 
Union Army.

Taylor, was prominently idcn 
tified with the growth of Bismarck 
She was very much interested in the 
MeCabe Methodist church, and gave 
the church $5,000 with which to pur. 
chase the pipe organ it has installed, 
Mrs. Taylor owned a great deal ol 
property in Bismarck. 
'In 1875 she was married to Joseph 


Dodge, who was killed a year later 
by Indians while driving cattle to 
the, Black Hills region, according to 
friends here, and a few years later 
the married Frank Donnellv, who was 
foreman of the Dodge ranch.' Later 
Mr. Donnelly became sheriff of Bur- 
leigh county. He died about 1905. 


Mrs. Taylor had lived in the west 


at intervals for several years, having 
gone tp Sumner about 1900, and about 
four years ago she was married to 
Edward Taylor in San Diego,

Americans Are Called in To 


Help Reach Compromise 
Between French, Germans 


Berlin. Aug. 14.—(By the A. P.)— 


President Ebert presided at an ex- 
traordinary 
session of the cabinet 


convoked at 7:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing to discuss the situation which 
had arisen in London because of tho 
failure of the French and German, 
delegates at the international confer- 
ence in London to agree on a time 
Split for the military cvaucation of 
The Ruhr. 


An official bulletin was given out 


saying members of the cabinet were 
in full accord with the attitude taken 
by the German delegates in London. 


The latest serious developments at 


the London/conference arc commented 
on by all] the 
Berlin 
newspapers, 


which, without exception, agree that 
a crisis has been 
reached on 
the 


question of the military evacuation 
of the Ruhr. It is generally agreed 
also that there seems to be little or 
no hope of compromise unless the 
French make concessions for, it is 
stated, it ii utterly impossible for 
Germany to make concessions. 


There is no doubt whatever, it is 


generally conceded, that the govern- 
ment would have support of all poli- 
tical parties in refusing to agree to 
anything short of complete evacua- 
tion at an early date, and that it is 
prepared to face the consequences, 
however heavy, of such a refusal. 


The Berlin press 
emphasl«Sa~its— 


contention that the Ruhr occupation 
has always been illegal and that if 
the French now .show an unwilling- 
ness to evacuate the area, it would 
prore clearly to the world that the 
French policy still 
aims 
not 
at 


achieving 
an

CONFERES WORRIED 


London, Aug. 14, (By the A. P.) 


—The deadlock between the French 
and tho 'Germans on the question 
of the time limit for the military 
evacuation of the Ruhr is imperil- 
in? the success of the international 
conference, it was indicated today 
after a hurried 
meeting of 
the 


English. French, Belgian and Ger- 
man premiers at Downing street 
this miming had failed to provide 
tangible results. 


Delegates at the conference hope 


and expect, however, that Ameri- 
can and British intervention will 
=ave the program which the allies 
have agreed upon for instituting 
;he Dawcs reparation plan. 


After the meeting between Prem- 


ier Herriot of France, Premier 
Thevmis of Belgium and Chancellor 
Marx of Germany, 
which lasted 


about 20 minutes, American ambas- 
sador Frank B. Kellogg and Ameri- 
can representative, James Logan, 
Jr., rushed to the American em- 
bassy and joined Owen D. Young 
and the other American experts cm 
the Dawes plan to consider what 
action they might take to solve the 
new complication. 


The Germans returned to their 


hotel, and directed cables to 
Ber- 


tin which carried the news of the 
unfavorable turn of the conference 
lo the members of the German cab- 
inet at the ether end of the wire.

“During the last days of July and 
the first few days of August, wheat 
rust has developed quite rapidly, so 
th at in very late fields there will 
probably be considerable shriveling 
by rust. 
Farm ers must understand 
th at not all the shriveling th at oc­ 
curs in this coming crop may be at­ 
tributed to rust. 
“The seedling or root diseases have 
this year been very severe, especial­ 
ly in many durum varieties. 
From 
the samples which have been sent in 
to my office from various parts of 
the state it is apparent that the root 
and seed diseases known as 
scab, 
which is caused by a fungus belong­ 
ing to the same order as th at which 
cau.sos flax wilt, has again brought 
about a very considerable amount of 
damage in some fields. 
“Plants die early as if destroyed 
a t the root when afflicted with this 
disease. When they arc pulled up by 
the root it will he found 
th at 
the 
roots arc dead just as in the case of 
flax when it wilts. 
Some fields 
of 
durum show a rather high percentage 
of these dead or partially dead stools 
and from these tiñere will 
come a 
very considerable amount of light­ 
weight shriveled 
grain. 
In 
some 
parts of the state a 
sim ilar 
root 
blighting disease known as Helmin 
thosporium has also 
caused 
some 
Totting or dying of the plants. 
“These root and seed diseases form 
one of the chief reasons why farmers 
should conduct a carefully planned 
crop rotation so that wheat will not 
follow wheat on the same lands for 
a number of years. 
AH seed which 
is used should be graded to the most 
plump, hard, bright colored stuif, and 
before it is. sowed on the clean land 
it should be treated thoroughly with 
the formaldehyde treatm ent ju st as 
one treats fur smut. 
“Great care should be 
exercised 
this harvest to select seed from fields 
not badly affected by scab. 
If some 
scab is present care should be taken 
to have the seed which is to be sav­ 
ed for sowing purposes 
harvested 
dry, threshed and stored dry, so that 
the scab fungus may not penetrate 
the bran layers of the seed, which 
makes treatm ent ineffective.”

• A bitef history of the road and 
school poll law may be of interest at 
this time. 


Back in territorial days the legis- 


lature in 1883, pasted a hill or luw, 
requiring each mule person over 'Jl 
and under CO years of age to pay u 
poll tux of $1.50 in money, o, by 
10 hours labor on the public high- 
ways. 


In 1885, the territorial legislature 


amended this law making the uge 
limit SO years, and 
reducing 
the 


hours from 10 to 8 hours. In 1XST, 
the territory needed money for the 
support of the common schools and 
a bill was passed iffaking it the duty 
of the county clerk of each county 
at the time of the annual assessment 
and levy of taxes to levy a tux of 
one dollar on each elector in the 
county for the support of the com- 
mon schools and a further tax of 
two mills on the dpi In r on all tax- 
able property in the county. 
Both 


of these laws were in force when 
the territory became a state in 1889. 


When th» constitution was being 


framed there was quite an 
argu- 


ment, pro and con, about levying a 
poll tax, see pages 475 to 477 of the 
debates of the constitutional con- 
vention. 
Section 180, of the state 


constitution reads as follows; 


The legislative assembly may pro- 


vide for the lcv>'> collections 
and 


disposition of an annual poll tax of 
not more than one dollar and fifty 
cents on every male inhabitant of 
this state o\er twenty-one and un- 
der fifty years ot_ age. except pauj% 
ers, idiats, insan^ persons and In- 
dians not taxed. 


The first state legislature in 1890 


embodied, or 're-enacted the terri- 
torial revenue laws, the .section re- 
quiring the county clerk to levy a 
tax of one dollHV on each elector, 
being changed to read county audi- 
tor instead of county clerk. 


In 18!i~, the state legislature pass- 


ed n law to conform to the wording 
of Section 18U of the 
constitution, 


that each male person in the state 
over 21 and under CO years of lige 
should be subject to annual poll tax 
uf not mort. than $1..10 except those 
whu are exempted by the constitu- 
tion.

As the law stands today there is a 


road poll tux of $1.50 against each 
male person over 21 and under 60 
years of age; there is also a school 
poll tax of one dollar which is char- 
ged against each elector, both men

Now, 
if the state constitution is 


to be interpreted correctly it would

An 
annual poll tax not to exceed one 
dollar and fifty cents on all male 
inhabitants of the state over 21, and 
under !iO years of age, except those 
who are exempt. 


If the legislature has the power 


to enact more than one Poll tax law,

roads, school, bridges, for the sup- 
port of the poor, etc., the position 
taken liy Mr. Doherty appears to be 
correct in this, that the

Furgo is only attempting to collect

The fact th at the city of Fargo 
does not collect a road poll tax is 
not conclusive for there is a law on 
the statute books requiring every 
male 
person 
over 21 and under 5U 
years of age to pay an annual pull 
tax of |1.60, Or by one day’s labor 
on the public highway, except those 
exempted by law. 
A brief history of the road and 
school poll law may be of interest at 
this time. 
Back in territorial days the legis­ 
lature in 1883, passed a bill or law, 
requiring each male person over 21 
and under 60 years of age to pay a 
poll tax of $1..50 in money, o r by 
10 hours labor on the public 
high­ 
ways. 
' 
In 1885, the territorial legislature 
amended this law making the age 
limit 50 years, and 
reducing 
the 
hours from 10 to 8 hours. 
In 1887, 
the territory needed money for the 
support of the common schools and 
a bill was passed iffaking it the duty 
of the county clerk of each county 
at the time of the annual assessm ent 
and levy of taxes to levy a tg.x of 
one dollar on each elector in the 
county for the support of the com­ 
mon schools and a fu rth er tax of 
two mills on the dpUar on all tax­ 
able property in the county. 
Both 
of these laws were in force when 
the territory became a state in 1889. 
When (he constitution was being 
framed there was quite an 
argu­ 
ment, pro and con, about levying a 
poll tax, see pages 475 to 477 of the 
debates of the constitutional con­ 
vention. 
Section 180, of the state 
constitution reads as follows: 
The legislative assembly may pro­ 
vide for the levy, collections 
and 


disposition of an annual poll tax of 
not more than one dollar and fifty 
cents on every male inhabitant of 
this .state over twenty-one and un­ 
der fifty years oL_ age. except pauA 
ers, idiots, insane persons and In­ 
dians not taxed. 
The first state legislature in 1890 
embodied, or re-enacted the te rri­ 
torial revenue laws, the section re­ 
quiring the county clerk to levy a 
tax of oné dollllV on each elector, 
being changed to read county audi­ 
to r instead of county clerk. 
In 1897, the state legislature pass­ 
ed a law to conform to the wording 
of Section 180 of the constitution, 
that each male person in the state 
over 21 and under .50 years of 'age 
should be subject to annual poll tax 
of not more than $1.50 except those 
who are exempted by the constituí 
tion. 
When the vote was given to the 
women they were assessed each, one 
dollar school poll? 
As the law stands today there is a 
road poll tax of $1.50 against each 
male person over 21 and under 
50 
years of age; there is also a school 
poll tax of one dollar which is char­ 
ged against each elector, both men 
and women, and as a result of the 
Conflict or illegality of 
the 
law, 
there are over forty-three hundred 
dollars delinquent 
road and school 
poll taxes in the city of Bismarck, 
I rom 1918 to 1923, inclusive. 
Now, if the state constitution is 
to be interpreted correctly it would 
appear that only one poll tax can be 
collected, and that is the 
tax 
as 
prescribed by the constitution. An 
annual poll tax not to exceed one 
dollar and fifty cents on all male 
inliabitasits of the state over 21, and 
under 50 years of age, except those 
who are exempt. 
If the legislature has the power 
to enact more than one poll tax law, 
they could keep on indefinitely and 
pass lav/s levying a poll tax 
for 
roads, school, bridges, for the sup­ 
port of the poor, etc., the position 
taken l>y .Mr. Doherty appears to be 
correct in this, th at the 
city 
of 
Fargo is only attem pting to collect 
one poll tax, but which is the legal 
tax, the poll tux as described by the 
constitution, or the one dollar tax 
levied against each elector, a law 
that was enacted in territorial days 
and that has been carried on the 
statute books since th at time.

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ACCEPTANCE SPEECH 
The inference might be drawn from the acceptance 
speech of John W. Davis, the Democratic nominee for the 
presidency, that he was talking more to LaFollette .sup­ 
porters than to any other class of votes. 
There was no 
mincing of words in the address. 
It was not the speech of 
“soft hands of Wall street” as some of the opponents of Mr. 
Davi's at the New York convention might have expected. 
-The Democratic nominee, naturally, places his party in 
the field as the candidate of the opposition and himself as 
th>'- leader of the onslaught against the party in power. 
In 
doino' .so he assumes much of the political thunder claimed 
for LaFollette, a candidate of the forces of discontent with 
existing conditions. Mr. Davis takes the position that hon­ 
esty and ability in office alone can right many of the things 
of which some voters complain. He seeks to place upon the 
Republican party, including President Coolidge directly, 
blame for the oil scandals. Said Mr. Davis: 
“I charge the 
Republican party with corruption in administration; with 
favoritism to privileged classes in legislation. 
I charge it 
also with division in council and impotence in action.” 
Throughout Mr. Davis’ speech there is .strong denuncia­ 
tion of the Republican party and its leaders. The character 
of the speech of Mr Davis is such that it presages a cam­ 
paign which is likely to rob Senator LaFollette of the hope 
his supporters felt when Mr. Davis was nominated, that he, 
too, could be charged with being a candidate of the interests. 
The plain of campaign indicated by Dr. Davis emphasizes the 
i.ssues between the Republican and Democratic parties. 
It will have the effect of making the main show the fight 
between Coolidge and Davis, wUh LaFollette on the side- 
linei? thundering challenges at both.

The -first congress of th« 
federation was held here recently, 
and many questions of policy and 
practice settled. 


Formerly each of the 28 German 


states and provinces had maintained -

tie organization In the next tdJAcent 
state or province. 
More and more 


the desirability became apparent of 
linking the various state organlu- 
MODS together in one national feder- 
ation. Accordingly conferences were 
beld In 1921 and 1022, M * rerolt of 
which it was agreed to form a na- 
tional federation of state and pro- 
vincial evangelic*! churches. 


In matters of administration

state and proTfecM bodies are left 
supreme, while t* matters df pre-

of Valley. 
Foster is the only other 
county in North Dakota in which all 
of the cattle have been given tuber­ 
culin test. 
The records show that 35,584 heail 
were tested and of this number 450 
were reactors or 1.26 percent. This 
percentage of diseased animals 
is 
low compared with other areas. The 
number of herds tested was 2,010, 
and of this number 224 herds con­ 
tained reactors, 11 percent of the 
herds. 
One herd of 92 head contained 25 
reactors, or 27 percent, and another 
herd of 70 animals contained 17 re­ 
actors, or 24 
percent.

every case where a large number of 
reactors were found in a

herd, the infection could be traced j 
back 
to some 
cow that had

viously died from tuberculosis.
